NECESSITY FOR PRECAUTIONS 
AGAINST FURTHER INDIAN 
TROUBLES. 

But n aliott time aao, anil l!ie colony was 
somewhat alarmed nt t&e prospect' of troubles 
with the Indians, A few outrages committed 
on iho perxons of whites, on the east coast bf 
the Nlund, wen: sufficient to create nil ex- 
citement aud hasten the Government Into 
taking measures to prevent a recurrence of 
saoh scenes. A dreadful example was made 
of some of the criminal*, but there, as far us 
it appears to us, the matter seems to have 
remained. Wo urj not uw.trc that utty fur- 
ther su ps have been tulien, such lor instance, 
a- would tend to remove uny causes of ill 
ieelint; between the natives and the while.:-:. 
The land question, must of course, be 
reckoned among those distiirhiii},' influences. 
Until that is set ut rest, until full compensa- 
tion is made to the natives for our occupation 
of their territory, there will ul*ays be a 
possibility of bud blood showing itself to the 
injury ol tho intruding race. In delaying 
the settlement of Indian affairs, we are nol 
acting ju«t y, ei'her to the sealers who have 
tuken up their residence in the new districts 
or to the Indians. It is to be hoped, there- 
fore, that such will no longer be the case, and 
tlut the Indians may be able to say that if 
we treat them Willi severity, when wc eon 
lider they deserve it, if, we are always willing 
to net fairly to them by fuUilliiij; our engage- 
ments. So much lor the east coast • as re- 
gards the west coast ol the Island we must 
say. (tint il the natives of that part ol the 
country have not committed more outrage.-, 
than has actually been thu case, it cannot be 
from any great dread of our power or onr 
willingness to chastize them. 

Notwithstanding the murages they are re- 
ported to have committed on some while 
men, and the bold aud threatening conduct 
they exhibit to Iruders and others frequent- 
ing thai coast, Government seems riot to be 
in any hurry to send any of the vessels of 
war nrnuud to pay them a visit, and show 
them, though they are distant from the while 
man's seat of power, they are still within 
reach. If we are to keep the natives in check, 
till the relative proportion hi the two races 
nlung tho coasts ol Iho Island and mainland 
becomes such that Europeans shall have 
nothing to feur from the action of the Abori- 
ginees, we must do it by constantly making a 
sufficient display of force to overawe them. 
We must teach Ilium that we are roosters, 
and that they aie powerless lo contend against 
us. or escape from punishment by us w hen 
they do wrong. To this end our war vessels 
should make frequent cruises in the neighbor- 
hood of the different nalivo settle nents. 
Advantage should particularly be taken ol 
the line summer wenther, when the weur and 
tear of ships would be lilllu more than when 
in harbor. There is no doubt that were this 
the case, our coasting trade would be much 
advanced. Numbers of individuals would 
then e.-.gage in it who nre perhaps now deter- 
red from it from a consciousness that they 
iuu a considerable personal risk. Following 
traders, would most likely come fishing ves- 
sels lor the purpose of taking cargoes from 
the cod banks outside Ibis Island. Before 
we can have all this, we must have confidence, 
and that can only come by the Government 
constantly exercising its power lor the protec- 
tion of the lives and properly ol the public.

CELEBRATION OF TH I FIRST or ACOUS 

Saturday being the anniversary of the 
clnmatinn giving liberty to tliB colored races 
in tiro West Indies and casting to the winds 
*be shackles that had for centuries bound 
them, the colored people of Victoria made 
• the occasion one of great rejoicing. Business 
was entirely suspended and Pic nics were the 
order of tho day. A large party repaired to 
Cadboro Bay where they regaled themselves 
with all the good tilings of the season and 
Vrhited away the time in mirth and jollily. 
How pleasant it is to reflect while thousands 
of the human species are yet held in bondasc 
thnt under the benign rule of (treat Britain 
they enjoy the same liberties which nature 
ietetided fur all her children of every clime. 
Well may one of Ireland's brightest orna- 
ments have exclaimed in that brilliant lan- 
guage so peculiar to him. •' I speak in the 
npirit oT the British law, which makes liberty 
commensurato with and inseparable from 
British soil, which proclaims even to tho 
stranger and sojourner the moment he gels his 
foot on British earth, that tho ground upon 
which ho treads is holy, nnd consecrated by 
tho genius of Universal Emancipation. No 
matter in what language his doom may have 
been pronounced, no matter what complexion 
in compatible with freedom, nn Indian or nn 
African sun may have burnt upon bis brow, 
tho moment he seta his foot upon the (acred 
•oil of Britain, the altar nnd the god sink 
together in the dust, his soul walks abroad in 
its own majesty, his body pwella beyond the 
measure of the chains that burst from around 
him, and ho stands redeemed, regenerated, 
and disenthralled by the Irresistable gonitis of 
Universal Emancipation ! " 

Four. Murder. — From Mr. Charles Poor* 
son, who arrived from Orcas Island on Sat- 
urday, we learn that a settler named William 
Russell, a native of Worcester, Mass., form- 
erly a coal miner at Bellingham Bay was 
cruelly murdered on Friday the 2Jth ultimo, 
on Swymish, commonly known as Fildngo 
Island, adjoining Whidby Island, about four 
miles from the spot where a fisherman called 
Jack was killed three months ago. Russell 
had been visiting a neighbor named Hoberi 
Beule residing about half a mile from his own 
house, and left towards evening to return 
home, when it would appear that he was 
waylaid and butchered. Two men named 
Marsh and Loyd were Ashing in tfic vieintiy, 
and about six p. m. heard a shot fired, fol- 
lowed by a man's voice calling out, but sup- 
posing it to proceed from Indians they paid 
no attention to it. On the following morning 
they discovered tho unfortunato man lying 
on the trail near his house wilh a shot wound 
in his back and his bis throat cut. Tha 
Swymish Indians say that one of their own 
tribo committed the deed. Deceased was 
about 4u' years of age.

The Governor's pete.— Nearly 300 per- 
sons including all the elite of Victoria and 
the neighborhood, availed themselves of Gov- 
ernor and Mrs. Douglas' invitation to a lunch- 
eon in Hi3 Excellency's private grounds at 
James Bay on Saturday afternoon. A long 
marquee was erected on the grass plot in the 
fine garden attached to Government House, 
and handsomely decorated with various flags 
beneath which the guests partook of a sump- 
tuous collation. The band of H. M. S. Sutlej 
attended, and under the leadership of their 
talented instructor,, performed some fine 
selections of music in a most charming man- 
ner. Later in the aflernoon dancing was 
commenced nnd kept up with greet spirit un- 
til near nine o'clock. Nothing was wanting 
to render the entertainment one of the most 
agreeable reunions which has yet taken place 
on this Island. 

No Pilot. — The Captain of the Hark 
Glimpse, on entering this port, declined the 
services of a pilot, and, as might be expected, 
tho ship grounded twice while winding her 
way up tho channel. Yesterday morning 
Captain Winding engaged the steamer Cule- 
donia to tow tin: Glimpse out of the harbor, 
the services of a pilot were again refused, 
and wu understand that tho Captain was 
warned by one of the pilots that the wind 
wan blowing too strong for the Caledonia to 
accomplish her task with safety. The vessels, 
however, started, and on reaching the narrow 
pussago between Laurel and Hospital point 
the pilot's warning proved correct, the 
Glimpse was compelled to drop both anchors 
in a dangerous position nenr the rocks, nnd 
later in the day she was removed to a safer 
berth, where she lay all night with tho 
Caledonia alongside. 

.Struck it Rich. — The public eye baa 
for a long time been accustomed to rest upon 
a notice, signed by Mr. L. Lowonburg, offering 
a large reward tor the recovery of a box, con- 
taining paper money, and valuable papers, 
abstracted from his otlico. On Saturday the 
Baron was surprised at having the missing 
box returned to him by the City Council 
messenger, Mr. Forse, who accidentally dis- 
covered it in some brushwood near Beacon 
Hill. The bank notes were of course gone, 
though payment was at the time stopped. 
Many of the papers were in the box in good 
order, but others are still missing. The box 
does not appear to have been oxposed long to 
the weather. Mr. Forse was well rewarded 
for the discovery, and would not object to 
Strike a few more such diggings. 

Tin: I'omixu Election at Nanaimo. — The 
schooner Alpha, from Nanaimo, put in to 
Cadboro Bay yesterday at 12 o'clock, from 
stress of weather. We learn that tho nomi- 
nation will take place to-day, and the poll, il 
demanded, to-morrow. Tho only candidates 
in the field were Mr. Ring and Mr. Bay ley. 
Tho popular feeling was decidedly in favor 
of the latter, who felt certain that ho would 
be returned, having obtained pledges from 
the majority of tho voters. A good deal of 
interest in the result of the election was 
manifested by tiie electors. 

CAPiiiit.mr.soK the IlARiton or N anaimo. 
— The steamship Fusi Varna, since her 
arrival at Nunnimo, has been beached in the 
inner harbor, which forms a natural dry 
dock, with a splendid sandy bottom, and 
from the great full of tide is capable of re- 
ceiving vessels ol the largest tonnage. During 
the space of two days the steamer was scraped 
and painted, and nf'er having- had a new 
screw fixed. :she was floated off at full tide on 
Friday evening to the new wharf where she 
now lies waiting her cargo of coals. 

From Fraser River. — The steamer Gov- 
ernor Douglas, from up-river, and Otter and 
Caledonia (rom New Westminster, arrived 
on Saturday, bringing a good many passen- 
gers. Deitss (t Nelson's Express with nbuut 
i? 1 0,000 in gold dust was on board the 
Douglas, having come through from Richfield 
to New Westminster in the incredible short 
space of seven (riry.v. Altogether the three 
steamers brought down between 80,000 and 
390.000 in treasure.

I sond you a short description and Direc- 
tory of Richfield, and some notes ot other 
matters which may interest your readers, 
hoping my letters are giving satisfaction in 
Victoria a* they are here, being strictly found- 
ed on truth.

The town of Richfield is situated on \Vj|. 
Iiani8 Creek about three nr four miles Ireni 
the foot of the Bald Mountain. There i< 
nothing very prepossessing in its general ap- 
pearance to n person about to enter it, prob- 
ably not so much as some of the mining 
towns of Australia or California, and its 
general importance among the Cariboo 
miners chiefly arises from its being the point 
of ingress ami egress to and from tho mines. 
When I first arrived at Richfield there wns 
nothing to be seen at thai time. The houses 
were dilapidated and uninhabited except one 
or two stores and saloons that had been doing 
a good business all the winter. The only one 
of any importance thore belonged to Bcedy 
& CfV, whose business controlled nil the 
others. Il is singular to see in the space of 
a few mouths what progress has been made 
in its nppearancd. Several tine stores, hotel.;, 
etc., hcye been built and opened, and nothing 
wanting that could possibly be procured to 
appeo.su the appetite of the hard working 
mirier ; but if his pocket cannot come up to 
relieve' the cravings of his appetite, ho must 
be content to live on what is styled Cariboo 
turkey (bacon), and Cariboo strawberries 
(bean-), and a happy man is ho whose pocket 
can command this nutritious though simple 
fare. As for niysell 1 have left my partiality 
for delicacies in Vicioria, to be unpacked and 
called in requisition when I again reach the 
viciuity of the Si, Nicholas or the French 
Hotel.* 

Richfield can al present boast of one 
street, and such a street! Its houses may 
bo classed as verbs, i. e. they arc neither ac- 
tive or passive, but certainly regular, irregu- 
lar and in some instances defective. The 
sidewalks nre of ditlcrent grades, and in some 
parts where a sidewalk would be most 
needed none exist. Tho hills on each side 
of the creek, which is very shallow at present, 
are covered in many parts with the tents, 
shanties, etc., of tho mining population, and 1 
assure you they havo a very pjo'aaiug appear- 
ance, being built In such ditWnt styles of
